Poppies 

important to the 
Legion for several 
reasons 


There may be just a hand¬ 
ful of veterans from the 
Second World War who are 
still able to hand out pop¬ 
pies leading up to 
Remembrance Day, but 
there is no shortage of vol¬ 
unteers willing to step in 
and help out, says legion 
vice president Stan 
Harrington. 

Poppies are important to 
the legion for several rea- 

Although they are free, 
donations are welcome, and 
the revenue that is generat¬ 
ed, about $14,000 last year, 
helps pay for many of the 
Legion's programs, includ¬ 
ing assistance for veterans 
and donations to local 
seniors residences and the 
hospital for beds and night 

But even more important, 
the poppy campaign, under 
the leadership of poppy 
chair Murray Crawford, is a 
visual reminder that helps 
to keep alive the memory of 
the Canadians who have 
fallen in war and military 
operations. 

Its connection to those 
who have been killed in war 
stems from the time when 
poppies grew over the graves 
of soldiers in the area of 
Flanders, France, whereas 
before the First World War, 
there were few poppies in 
Flanders fields.

Canadians generous to poppy 
volunteers on the streets

Residents of an upscale 
St. Davids subdivision are 
still looking for details 
about a neighbouring 
development, one that has 
been changed several times 
since early discussions. 

It's the final corner of a 
new neighbourhood called 
the Settlement of St. 
Davids. 

At an information meet¬ 
ing last week to hear the 
most recent scenario pro¬ 
posed, planner John Ariens 
of Toronto presented some 
significant changes that 
have been made to the plan 
since September, when a 
public planning meeting 
was cancelled. At that time 
local planner Greg Hynde 
was working with the 
Toronto consortium that 
owns the historically sig¬ 
nificant property at the end 
of Paxton Lane. Hynde had 
held several meetings with 


neighbours to the develop¬ 
ment to try to sort out some 
issues, including density, 
traffic, parking, and quality 
of design. 

But although Hynde has 
been replaced and neigh¬ 
bours have since been 
shown a very different plan, 
those issues still remain. 

The density has actually 
increased, with eight more 
townhouses added—the 
development now consists 
of 11 single family homes 
and 25 townhouses. 

The increase in density 
comes with a decrease in 
actual building space. 

The first proposal was 
for a mix of 28 units, with 
single family homes and 
townhouses on about five 
acres of land, but signifi¬ 
cant archaeological finds 
on the property from thou¬ 
sands of years ago have 
changed its future. 

An archaeological 
assessment revealed an 


extensive evidence of tool¬ 
making, he said. 

The findings indicate a 
civilization that existed 
between 2,500 and 4,000 
years ago—but further 
details won't likely be dis¬ 
cussed until the dig and the 
resulting archaeological 
report are completed. 

Removing artifacts from 
the entire development site 
to proceed with construc¬ 
tion would be expensive, 
Ariens said—"hundreds of 
thousands of dollars more 

The owners are now 
proposing to leave a par¬ 
ticularly sensitive area in 
the centre of the develop¬ 
ment, plus one corner lot, 
undeveloped, to be turned 
into a passive park. 

The area around the 
periphery of the property 
has already been cleared 
for development. 

Putting 11 single family 
homes back into the pro¬ 


posal, in the area nearest to 
the existing subdivision, 
offers a more similar 
streetscape for neighbours. 

All will be condomini¬ 
um units on a narrow pri¬ 
vate road, which will con¬ 
nect with the new Paxton 
Lane, meaning all traffic 
will have to travel through 
the existing, upscale 
Settlement of St. Davids. 

A private road can be 
considerably more narrow 
than a public road and road 
allowance, explained 
Ariens, providing for a larg¬ 
er area to build on. 

The townhouses, par¬ 
ticularly, with narrow front¬ 
ages and single car garages 
fronting on a seven and a 
half metre wide road, 
including a sidewalk, pose 
a concern regarding guest 
parking—neighbours are 
concerned their streets will 
become the overflow park¬ 
ing for townhouse resi¬ 
dents and their guests.

The poppy campaign is 
the foundation of the 
Remembrance Program, 
says Royal Canadian 
Legion treasurer Ian Pole, 
who spends several hours 
leading up to 
Remembrance Day on 
Queen Street, in less than 
ideal weather conditions, 
making poppies available 
to anyone who wants one. 

Although there are 
many locations through¬ 
out NOTL where poppies 
are available, it's always 


more effective to have vol¬ 
unteers, especially veter¬ 
ans, handing them out in 
person, says Harrington. 

There are several places 
on Queen Street, as well as 
locations in Virgil and at 
the Gateway Plaza on 
Glendale, where volun¬ 
teers take turns giving out 
poppies. 

"Canadians are gener¬ 
ous when they see our 
poppy volunteers on the 
street and the collection 
trays in the stores," says 
Pole. 

"It is through the poppy 
campaign and the gener¬ 
osity of our fellow citizens 
that, in addition to provid¬ 
ing assistance to veterans 
and their dependents, we 
foster the tradition of 
Remembrance amongst 
our youth, the leaders of 
tomorrow."

Residents of the Settlement 
are also concerned about the 
quality of the new homes— 
theirs, both detached and 
some townhomes, are high- 
end, quality-built, and they 
fear the neighbouring subdivi¬ 
sion, with a builder that is new 
to the area, could decrease 
their property values. 

Although Ariens couldn't 
provide details to reassure 
them, he did say that since the 
new houses would be at the 
end oftheir road, they shouldn't 
influence their property val- 

One significant change that 
to the development proposal 
concerns the historic Paxton 
House, thought to have been 
the house of David Secord and 


a stop for his sister-in-law 
Laura Secord on her heroic 
32-kilometre trek 200 years 
ago. 

While it was once proposed 
to be a museum to house some 
of the artifacts from the area, 
Ariens is proposing it be 
restored and become the cor¬ 
nerstone of the development, 
a home with architecture that 
will be reflected in the new 
houses and townhouses that 
will be its neighbours. 

That alleviates at least some 
of the traffic and parking issues 
that neighbours had when they 
were told the home would be 
restored as a museum. 

But they are still concerned 
about the extra traffic that will 
travel through their subdivi- 


Ariens said he hasn't yet 
seen the traffic study, but he 
assured residents that cars 
from the eight addition town- 
houses in his proposal wouldn't 
make a significant difference. 

Town planner John 
Hendricks agreed with resi¬ 
dents that there is reason to be 
concerned about their streets 
being used for overflow park¬ 
ing. The small lot put reserved 
for guests, with room for five or 
six cars, seems insufficient, he 
said, asking Ariens to provide 
details of a better parking solu¬ 
tion before the Nov. 12 plan¬ 
ning meeting. 

Residents also asked for 
drawings showing architectur¬ 
al details and streetscapes 
before the November meeting.

Report shows that those who take too much of this vitamin will get more than they bargained for 


Improved diet 
from eggs, vege¬ 
tables and the 
fortification of 
milk and cereals 
lead to decrease in 
Vitamin A deficien¬ 
cy. 

How much vitamin A 
are you taking? Not sure? 
If so, it’s prudent to know 
more about this impor¬ 
tant vitamin. A report 
from Tuft’s University 
shows that those who take 
too much of this vitamin 
will get more than they 
bargained for. That’s why 
the bear had the last laugh 
over arctic hunters. 

Long before research¬ 
ers discovered vitamins, 
ancient Egyptians knew 
that the liver could cure 
night blindness, the 
inability to see in low 
light. Later, Hippocrates 
prescribed liver soaked in 
honey for blindness in

malnourished children. 
It’s tragic that even today 
one million children 
world-wide are blind due 
to a lack of vitamin A. So 
adequate amounts of A 
are needed to prevent this 
problem, and for repro¬ 
ductive health and 
immune function. 

Today, however, due to 
improved diet from eggs, 
vegetables and the fortifi¬ 
cation of milk and cereals, 
there are only isolated 
cases of vitamin A defi¬ 


ciency in North America. 
Now, the problem is lack 
of awareness that it’s pos¬ 
sible to take too much of a 
good thing. 

Dr Jeffery K. Griffiths at 
Tufts University in Boston 
says, “There is a general 
belief out there that vita¬ 
min A is not only safe in 
high amounts, but innoc¬ 
uous fundamentally" 

But don't try to sell that 
advice to arctic hunters. 
Some unsuspecting hunt¬ 
ers tracked down a bear 
and shot it. Since they all 
loved liver they looked 
forward to a meal of bear’s 
liver and consumed large 
quantities of it. But, 
although great hunters, 
they were babes in the 
wood when it came to 
knowing about the vita¬ 
min A content of bear 

Since bears are carni¬ 
vores, they eat fish-eating 
carnivores like seals, and 
consume large amounts 
of vitamin A. But through 
evolution they’ve devel¬ 


oped the capacity to store 
in their livers 3,000 times 
the recommended daily 
amount (RDA) needed by 
humans. This is why the 
hunters became violently 
ill with diarrhea, head¬ 
ache, dizziness and jaun¬ 
dice. 

But not only hunters 
develop vitamin A toxici¬ 
ty. For instance, the RDA 
for adults is 3,000 interna¬ 
tional units ((IU). But for 
children the RDA is just 
1,000 to 2,000 IU. Several 
years ago one company 
had to recall its energy 
bars because they con¬ 
tained 32,500 IU of vita¬ 
min A! 

One young girl devel¬ 
oped increasing fatigue, 
loss of appetite and finally 
kidney failure. Her grand¬ 
mother owned a health 
food store and was gradu¬ 
ally killing her with exces¬ 
sive vitamin A. Another 
child developed agitation, 
fever and pains in her 
bones due to vitamin A 
poisoning. 


Adults who receive too 
much vitamin A complain 
of hair loss, nausea, dry, 
scaly skin, fatigue, head¬ 
aches and blurred vision. 

So how much is too 
much? Authorities say 
that chronic toxicity can 
occur by taking 25,000 IU. 
But, in the 1990s, it was 
discovered that even low 
levels could put people at 
risk. Women taking the 
drug Accutane were more 
prone to having children 
with birth defects such as 
heart problems or cleft 

Excessive amounts of 
vitamin A have also been 
linked to hip fractures. 
The Harvard Health Study 
has followed 120,000 
nurses for the last 26 years 
and reports that post¬ 
menopausal nurses who 
consumed 10,000 IU of 
vitamin A had a 48 per¬ 
cent greater risk of hip 
fracture than women who 
consumed 1,250 IU vita¬ 
min A. 

This association has 


been confirmed by anoth¬ 
er study in Sweden where 
cod liver oil is tradition¬ 
ally used as a natural rem¬ 
edy to prevent disease. In 
this study women who 
consumed 5,000 IU daily 
had double the number of 
hip fractures compared to 
those with intakes of 
about 1, 650 IU. 

The Harvard study also 
revealed that some nurses 
obtained 40 percent of 
their vitamin A from mul¬ 
tivitamin tablets. So if 
you’re getting vitamin A 
this way be sure to read 
how many IU’s are in the 
tablet. 

The message is that not 
all vitamins play by the 
same rules. For instance, 
vitamin C is water soluble, 
easily used up, excreted 
from the body and has no 
toxic level. But A is fat 
soluble, stored and poten¬ 
tially dangerous for hunt¬ 
ers and the rest of us.

A major international organized 
drug network, responsible for the 
large-scale drug importation and 
trafficking of cocaine into Canada, 
has been broken up following an 


extensive investigation by a Joint 
Task force, known as "Project INK" 
In May 2012, following a 14-month 
investigation, “Project INK” along 
with over 75 police officers from 


Niagara, York, OPP, RCMP-IPOC, 
BEST and CBSA executed 11 search

As the investigation continued, 
a highly sophisticated internation¬ 
al criminal organization with solid 
roots to traditional organized crime 
was exposed as the operating force 
responsible for the cocaine impor¬ 
tation and distribution. As a result, 
Project Ink entered into a second 
phase of investigative focus on the 
criminal organization, based on 
evidence gathered, as well as trans¬ 
national links identified between 
Canada, the United States, Mexico 
and countries in Europe. 

The aim of this concentrated 
investigation was to bring to an 
end the ongoing criminal organi- 
zation/drug enterprise that was 
dedicated to the importation of 
cocaine at the level of a ton a month 
and that imported and distributed 
over 400 kilos of cocaine into 
Canada on a weekly basis. The 
drug flow originated in Mexico, 
travelled to the United States and 
then into Canada. Chief Jeff 
McGuire has stated that the suc¬ 
cessful co-operation exhibited 
between the Niagara Regional 
Police and our law enforcement 
partners has delivered a major 
blow to this dangerous criminal 
network of drug producers and 
traffickers. 

"This investigation is part of our 
combined, ongoing efforts to dis¬ 
rupt supply chains of drugs before 
they can be dealt on the streets and 
in our communities.” The contin¬ 
ued investigations have led to the 
further arrests of an elaborate drug 
network organization with tenta¬ 
cles that reached across three con¬ 
tinents. On the 1st of November 
2012, members of the Joint Forces 
operation, Niagara Regional Police 
Service, York Regional Police 
Service, Toronto Police Service, 
Ontario Provincial Police - Biker 
Enforcement Unit (BEU), Canada 
Border Services Agency, RCMP - 
Integrated Proceeds of Crime Unit, 
the Department of Homeland 
Security - Border Enforcement 
Security Task Force (BEST), 
Vancouver Police Department - 
Organized Crime Section, 
Correctional Service of Canada, 
Surete du Quebec, and Montreal 
Police executed a co-ordinated 
series of arrests and search war¬ 
rants that resulted in the arrests of 
5 of the 6 individuals.

Randy Busbridge would 
like to see the federal gov¬ 
ernment move forward with 
its Lakeshore Road property, 
and was at council last 
Monday to ask for support. 

Busbridge was speaking 
on behalf of the Harmony 
Group, which vigorously 
opposed the concept of a 
music festival on the prop¬ 
erty, and which remains 
committed to the establish¬ 
ment of a natural heritage 
park on the Parks Canada 
Lakeshore Road property. 

He asked council to pass 
a motion requesting action 
from the federal government 
to renew the call to develop 
a common vision for the 
property and to ask for 


action to protect the site and 
its surrounding properties. 

"Lord Mayor and council, 
with the new sewage treat¬ 
ment facility at long last 
approved and proceedings 
to detailed design, now is 
the time to establish long¬ 
term plans and to protect 
the Lakeshore Road site and 
neighbouring properties,” 
said Busbridge. 

The group of residents 
hopes to see a park created 
that will showcase history, 
protect the environment and 
benefit businesses, residents 
and visitors. 

In March 2011, council 
passed a motion encourag¬ 
ing Parks Canada to develop 
a common vision for the 
Lakeshore Road property, 
which noted many of the 
same opportunities and 
benefits that motivate the 


Harmony Group. 

Parks Canada responded 
by inviting the town to par¬ 
ticipate in its upcoming 
management planning pro¬ 
cess, but because of Bill 
C-38, the first federal budget 
implementation bill, the 
planning cycle has been 
changed from five to 10 
years. Park Canada’s invita¬ 
tion has been nullified, and 
the 2007 management plan 
for the property, which 
essentially says "do nothing,” 
will remain in effect until 
2017. 

"Given the importance of 
this site, this is disappoint¬ 
ing news,” said Busbridge. 

The site is a national his¬ 
toric site, a Carolinian forest 
with two kilometres of lake- 
front access and species at 
risk.

The Harmony Group 
recently learned that a 2009 
study completed for the 
NPCA has measured the rate 
of erosion on the Lakeshore 
Road property. The rate of 
erosion is 0.8 metres per 
year, which works out to be 
2.6 feet per year. 

“Again, the 2007 manage¬ 
ment plan recommends tak¬ 
ing no action.” 

Busbridge showed aerial 
photographs that were taken 
from the study, which 
showed the amount of 


shoreline that has disap¬ 
peared in the over the last 50 

“Lord Mayor and council, 
waiting another five years 
for further action on this site 
is not an option,” he said. 

Aside from the site being 
a national historic site with a 
rare ecosystem and species 
at risk, a major municipal 
infrastructure project is 
underway on the property. 

“Some toxic areas still 
have not been fully cleaned 
up by DND. If erosion rates 
continue at the current rate 
and remain unchecked, does 
all this wash away into the 
lake? Do neighbours become 
at risk?"

Treatment, which 
includes surgery and 
radiation, can produce 
side effects that seriously 
impact a man's quality 
of life, including inconti¬ 
nence and impotence, 
says Brown. 

Because most prostate 
cancers are slow-grow¬ 
ing, for men in their 70s 
and beyond, often the 
best option is to do noth¬ 
ing. For men of all ages, 
more doctors are recom¬ 
mending a "watchful 
waiting approach," 
which includes treating 
the symptoms, as the 
best option, with the 


exception of aggressive 
cancers which can be 
diagnosed by biopsy. 

But men differ in their 
reaction to a diagnosis, 
says Brown. While some 
want to avoid treatment 
that may negatively 
impact their quality of 
life and are willing to live 
with it and have it moni¬ 
tored, others just want 
the cancer out of their 
body and are willing to 
chance the undesirable 
side effects to have it 
gone. 

"It's very important to 
have a conversation with 
your doctors about 


whether watchful wait¬ 
ing is an option for you, 
and what it mans for 
you," he says. 

Dr. Michael Levesque, 
a genitourinary oncolo¬ 
gist, and medical stu¬ 
dents Jessica Saliba and 
Ted Maloney from the 
DeGroote School of 
Medicine at McMaster 
will be talking about 
rostate cancer, its 
etection and manage¬ 
ment at the InfoHealth 
session.

The symptoms that 
should raise a red flag 
for men include pain or 
difficulty urinating and 
problems during sexual 
intercourse.

The routine test for 
the prostate-specific 
antigen, or PSA, is relat¬ 
ed to the volume of the 
prostate, and is not spe¬ 
cific to cancer, he said.

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Queenston Library reaching out to community; opening Wed. evenings

After decades of opening 
Tuesday afternoons to offer 
a drop-in session of chat¬ 
ting over coffee and book¬ 
borrowing, Queenston 
Library volunteers are 
reaching out to those who 
would like to use the library 
in the evening. 

It's not a library with 
memberships, due dates or 
fines, says volunteer Mora 
Richmond. 

Instead, it's a beautiful 
historic building in the cen¬ 
tre of the village that houses 
a collection of books, there 
to be borrowed by anyone 
interested in reading them. 

Richmond has taken 
over from a long line of ded¬ 
icated volunteers, begin¬ 
ning with Roseanne 
Fedorkow, who established 
the library more than 40 
years ago. 

Originally a Baptist 
church built in the 1840s, 


it's sometimes called a com¬ 
munity centre, sometimes a 
library, and is used as both. 

When meetings are held 
in the Queenston Library or 
the local ladies choir gath¬ 
ers to sing, those present 
are surrounded by books, 
many of them part of the 
collection of teacher 
Rosanne Fedorkow, who 
had collected Canadian lit¬ 
erature and, when she 
retired from teaching, began 
looking for a home for her 

At that time the lime¬ 
stone building was owned 
by Dr. Afrukhteh, who had 
purchased it in 1969, plan¬ 
ning to tear it down. 
Fedorkow convinced him to 
allow her to use it as a 
library, and it was given to 
the Town, which now owns 
and maintains it, to be used 
as a library. 

It has served the dual 
purpose of library and com¬ 
munity centre ever since. 
The Town rents it out for 
gatherings, and allows a 


small group of volunteers to 
operate the library, giving 
them a grant of $750 a year. 

Richmond has been run¬ 
ning the Tuesday after- 
nooon drop-in sessions for 
about 13 years, with help 
from Suzette Cuthbertson. 

She spends the town 
grant on new books, still 
focusing on Canadian liter¬ 
ature but also adding best 
sellers in an attempt to 
update the collection, with 
input from her regulars. 

"It works out really well. 
People come in and sit and 
chat and have coffee, and 
they seem to enjoy it. 
Sometimes they take a book 
with them when they leave," 
says Richmond. 

"We get maybe 15 peo¬ 
ple on a good day. Some 
just pop in, some come for 
the afternoon. We put chairs 
by the fireplace, so it's nice 
and comfortable. If some¬ 
one takes a book out, they 
just write their name on a 
card and we trust them to 
bring it back. There are no 
strict rules or guidelines.

Back then 
farming was diverse and 
one of Jack's chores was 
milking cows. In 1943 his 
father recognized Jack 
didn't want to milk cows 
the rest of his life, but did 
want to volunteer for the 
Canadian war effort.

After basic training at 
Donnacona, Quebec, and 
training as a quartermaster 
at Cornwallis, Nova Scotia, 

Jack was assigned to the 
HMCS Prince Robert on 
the West Coast. When he 
left Cornwallis it wasn't so 
much that the training was 
finished, but rather new 
recruits were needed as 
crew. On board the Prince 
Robert the crew was an 
interesting mix of war expe¬ 
rienced sailors and young 
men who had never before 
seen the ocean. 

In August of 1945 the 
Prince Robert, equipped 
with the latest radar tech¬ 
nology of the day, escorted 
a British and Australian 
fleet to liberate Hong Kong 
from Japanese control.

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Locals return from trip to Burundi after helping with medical clinic

About 10 locals, many of 
them members of 
Cornerstone Community 
Church, recently returned 
from a week in Burundi. 

With them was pharma¬ 
cist Ward Simpson, who saw 
an opportunity to help, and 
couldn't say no. In fact, he 
says, the opportunity was 
the fulfillment of one of his 


dreams. He was there to set 
up a pharmacy as part of a 
new medical clinic that has 
been built with funds raised 
by the church community. 

He took with him about 
500 pounds of medication, 
most of it purchased in kits, 
paid for with help from local 
businesses. 

The central African coun¬ 
try is one of the poorest in 
the world, and its aboriginal

people, the Pygmies, are the 
poorest and most marginal¬ 
ized in their country. They 
live mosdy on rural hill¬ 
sides, and are traditionally 
hunters and gatherers, but 
with that livelihood stripped 
from them by overpopula¬ 
tion and civil war, they are 
trying to adapt to sustain¬ 
able farming under difficult 
conditions. 

"These people have 
absolutely nothing," says 
Simpson, who found the 
trip very emotional. 

"You can't imagine how 
they live until you see it, but 
they survive, and they're so 
happy. They're always smil¬ 
ing." 

An entire family might 
live in a hut about 15 feet 
square, with their goats and 
a cooking fire, their shack so 
filled with smoke it's hard to 
breathe, he said. 

Almost all of them suffer 
from worms or parasites, 
because they have no access 
to clean water—they use 
dirty old containers to carry 
water taken from the same 
streams used by animals. 

Cornerstone has com¬ 
mitted to helping an organi¬ 
zation on the ground in 
Burundi called Harvest for 
Christ, which is providing 
"holistic help," teaching the 
Pygmies farming, building 
schools, constructing homes 
that provide a dry place to 
live in the rainy season, and 
delivering medical and spir¬ 
itual support, says Doug 
Hiebert, associate pastor of 
Cornerstone. 

Hiebert lived in Burundi 
for five years and with his 
wife, has made several trips 
back. It now feels like a sec¬ 


ond home to him, he says, 
but continues to be over¬ 
whelmed by the need for 
medical help, re-inforced by 
the sight of hundreds of peo¬ 
ple lined up for the clinic, 
although it is still not offi¬ 
cially open. 

By the end of the week, 
the volunteers, working 


alongside Burundi medical 
professionals and students, 
were able to provide basic 
care to about 1,500 people, 
treating health issues such 
as malaria, infections, and 
sore necks and backs, espe¬ 
cially among the women 
who carry heavy loads on 
their heads daily. 


Simpson says the line¬ 
ups would begin during the 
night, and people would 
continue to wait until the 
clinic closed for the day, 
even though there was no 
way they could all be seen. 

By 2 a.m. they would be 
back in line, he said.

People desperate for treatment - local church sends funds to Burundi 
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Resident feels like she's baffling for accessible parking at community centre

No one is more of a fight¬ 
er than Sheila Hirsch- 
Kalm. 

But she's beginning to 
wonder how many more 
battles she has to face. 

For years, she has been 
battling a very rare form of 
blood cancer. 

She has lost a part of her 
leg, which has slowed her 
down a little—not much— 
but on her worst days, she 
still has more energy than 
most people. 

After being told recendy 
she had only a short time to 
live, that the cancer was in 
her bone marrow, she 
fought to receive a new type 
of medication, one that has 
been approved by the fed¬ 
eral government and is 
considered life-saving, but 
that isn't covered by the 
provincial government 
drug plan. 

Fortunately, she has pri¬ 
vate insurance that will pay 
for 85 per cent of the cost, 
has begun receiving treat¬ 
ments, and is already feel¬ 
ing more herself. 

Now, she feels like she 
must do battle for accessi¬ 
ble parking spots at the 


Town's new community 

The handicapped park¬ 
ing spaces that were in the 
perfect place when the 
community centre opened 
have been moved to a dis¬ 
tance away, from the centre 
of the lot near the door to a 
location further from the 
building. 

On a rainy or cold and 
snowy evening, when she 
attends the monthly horti¬ 
cultural meeting, she says 
she takes her chances on 
the slippery parking lot and 
can be soaked through by 
the time she and her walker 
reach the door and the 
warmth and safety within. 

She has a routine when 
she's on the move, and is 
fiercely independent about 
doing as much for herself 
as possible. She drives her¬ 
self whenever she is able, 
gets out of her vehicle, 
holds on to its side as she 
works her way to the back, 
gets the trunk open, pulls 
out her walker, closes the 
trunk and off she goes. 

But although she gets 
where she needs to go, her 
body doesn't move as 
quickly as she would like it 
to, and the extra distance

seems more than it might 
to others. 

She's been told the 
handicapped spots had to 
move to make room for 
the town's new shuttle 
buses that are wheelchair 
accessible. She under¬ 
stands the bus stop needs 
to be close to the door so 
that those disabled indi¬ 
viduals who use the new 
public transit system can 
be let off close to the 
building, where they can 
stay dry and keep warm. 

"But what about me? 
Why do I have to park so 
far away?" 

She's not questioning 
the importance of acces¬ 
sible buses. 

She does wonder, how¬ 
ever, why the bus couldn't 
stop at one of the other 
doors, so that the disabled 
parking spaces could have 
remained a little more 
convenient to those who 
use the community cen¬ 
tre, but not the bus. 

"Why am I being treated 
like a second class citi¬ 
zen?" she asks.
